Sunday afternoon an Informal and 
Interesting meeting of the County 
Board. A. O. H., was held at the 
Hibernian Home on Portland ave- 
nue, the preliminary to the regular 
and quarterly sessions which will be 
consecutive. The meeting was pre- 
sided over by County President WIH- 
tam J. Connelly, ■mbo had read a 
communication from National Presi- 
dent McLaughlin pertaining to the 
good and welfare of the order, after 
which he gave his views and offered 
four suggestions for discussion and 
Mtion. 

When called upon President Mark 
Ryan, of Division 1, in a clear, con- 
cise and impressive manner reviewed 
the history of the Ancient Order in 
Louisville, the good accomplished by 
Division 1 and the adhe.sion of its 
living members to the grand old or- 
der and Us noblo prinrlples. He 
touched upon all the questions 
teresely and was frequently ap- 
plauded. .Tosejih Lynch, President of 
Division 2. tho next speaker, hriefly 
referred to the doings of his division, 
the sick and death claims paid and 
the money that still remains. He 
also submitted a quesion which will 
be discussed at the next board 
meeting.

VHrCBNTIANS RBORGAlinHD. 



The nation;il conference of St. 
Vincent de Paul Society ropresenta- 
llves, who asseinl)l(>d in Washington 
to reorganize ilie order, closed at the 
Catholic University In Brookland on 
Sunday. Plans were completed for 
extending tho work of the organiza- 
tion and the country was divided Into 
ecclesiastical provinces, which will 
report to Thomas M. Mulry, of New 
Vork, the newly elected President of 
he Superior Council. It was decided 
to establish the national headquarters 
of the organisation In Washington. 
At Saturday's session President Mul- 
ry was elected to head the Superior 
Council, which will have Jurisdiction 
over 961 pariA conferences in this 
country with a membership of 15,000 
men actively engaged in relieving 
the distress of the poor, irrespective 
of religion, color or nationality. Last 
year the charity workers spent $760,- 
000 on relief of poor, found employ- 
ment for 5,000 men, relieved 33,000 
faiJiilies and made 288,000 visits to 
the homes of the poor Heretofore 
each conference f '; organization 
transacted its affairs in this country 
and its International relations inde- 
pendent of the other conferences, 
Under the reorganization the various 
conferences will report to and 
through the Superior Council, Ad- 
dresses In which the work of the so- 
ciety was lauded were made by Bish- 
op Thomas J Shanhan, rector of the 
Catholic rniversity, and Ar^blshop 
Hanna, of San Francisco, 

Among the delegates who were 
prominent In the deliberations of the 
conference were John A. Doyle, 
President of the Louisville Particular 
Council, who .will make a detailed re- 
port of the proceMlngs at the next 
quarteriy meeting. 



In its last Sunday's Issue the Chi- 
cago Tribune editorially. asserts that 
one of th - things that Americans 
understand little and like less is the 
apparently growing English feeling 
that the United Slates has a place in 
the war and for other sordid reasons 
if not for cowardice in refusing to 
take it. When the Germans revile 
us we can understand it. Indnstries 
in the Ignited States furnish tihe 
enemies of Germany with ammuni- 
tion and guns and lisnksrs In tha 
United States furnish them with 
money. We know why the Germans 
hate us, but the BngMsh smotion 
Qomes out ot some species of na- 
tional egotism that we ean not 
completely understand. 

There Is an assuimptlon not only 
that English policy Is sacrosanct, but 
that it conserves, necessarily be- 
cause it is English, all the liberties 
and fortunes of humanity. This is a 
side whiskered vestryman's concep- 
tion of the importance of his virtue 
and of the infallibility of hia 
Judgment. Naturally it roils an 
American, conscious that the at- 
titude of the United States towards 
Great Britain has been one peril- 
ously near benevolent rsther than 
Btrlot neutrality, to find himself 
the target of a eompkdat that is 
whining rather than dignified. 

Our place is not in this war. It 
would have been an atrocity of 
American statesmanship to have 
Involved us in it. It is a war of 
European politics. We are (old that 
a victorious Germany will turn on 
us. Sensible Americans will take a 
reasonable view of tliat and Keiisil)lo 
Americans are supporting prepared- 
ness plans whicli will deler a vic- 
torious (iermany or any other vic- 
torious nation from undertaking a 
conquest of the United States. To 
say that Germany will get us is to 
put forth an utilitarian argument 
and we have a light to dismiss 
without being called ignoble. It is 
when tlie moral mood is adopted and 
the complaint touches our 
recreancy to a duty imposed by 
truth, honor and humanity that the 
American is likely to find himself 
provoked to IraBCiWlity. 

The Knglirth have a perfectly good 
reason for being at war with Ger- 
many and it is not a moral reason. 
If nothing hut the moralities had 
been involved ir tho issue, Great 
Britain would be devoting herself 
whole-heartedly fo the business op- 
portunities opened by other nations' 
quarrels. The Englishman who 
^inks otherwise is either a sancti- 
monioi^ Pharisee or a victim of 
self-hrposia To enter a war for 
material reasons and then complain 
against the morality ot a na^on so 
aloof from the causes of the war as 
the United Statse and call It ignoble 
for remaining aloof from the action. 
Is to give a strange exhibition of 
hatefully self-righteous egotism. 

It may asnaze Americans to learn 
that this -whimpering sort of com- 
plaint against the TTnited States is 
current and gaining strength in 
England. It is so preposterous that 
it seems an Impossibility, but certain 
forms of English respectability will 
yield themselves to such a distortion 
of fairness and rationality. Surely it 
can not represent decent (BniAish 
opinion, but if it geU circulstton 
enough it will begin to inflnenoe it, 
and if it gete eireolatlon enoui^ 
over here It will produce the great- 
est irascibility this war has eansed 
In the United States. 

If Americans are to be oalled 
poltroons because they are not up to 
their necks in a war of European 
politics such as Europe has suffered 
from often enough times before, 
they will know that the rule of un- 
reason is the rule of Great IBritain.

Amid the acclamations of Chou- 
Hands, the waving of flags and the 
inspiration of exalted prayers and an 
enthuiiasm that Hfted the heart and 
made young and old feel proud that 
they were ottlsens of fhls glorious 
repuiblic, liouisvllle on Monday 
welcomed and sped op its homewaid 
way the famous Liberty Rell that 
rang out the freedom and inde- 
pendence of this country nearly a 
(century and a half ago in Phila- 
delphia. The arrangements made by 
Mayor Buschemeyer and his assist- 
ants were perfect, and not the 
slightest incident occurred to mar 
the harmony of the occasion.

The American recognition of the 
Carranza Government of Mexico is 
called ' not auspicious" In a letter 
from Archbishop Olenaon to the 
priesU of the arehdioeeae of St. 
Louis asking them to celebrate a 
Thanksgiving mass for Mexico. The 
letter says in part: 

"In making this, our thanksgiving 
for the blesainss we enjoy, we should 
remMnber especially our neighboring 
people In Mexico, who have suffered 
so much because of the revolutions 
which afflict and continue to afflict 
that unfortunate country. Tho 
revolutionary leaders and their fol- 
lowers have in turn plundered and 
looted. They have destroyed the 
subsistence and In many cases the 
livee of the peaceful and lawful 
citisens of America, so that today, 
while the leaders thrive, the people 
starve. It Is true that the recent 
recognition of Carranza, perhaps the 
worst of the revolutionaries. Is not 
auspicious; sttU we cherish the hope 
that the Government of the United 
States, together with the Govern- 
ments of the Southern republics, wlio 
saw fit to give him recognition, will 
not now desert an unoffending peo- 
ple. Our Govemmeat, founded on 



Specials to the dally press reveal 
a hostile feeling in Philadelphia 
against the anti-Catholic political 
movement so stlngingly rebuked at 
the recent election. The Stonemen's 
Club, formed a year ago and now 
having a memborship in that city of 
104,000 Protestant men, and whicii 
was the storm center of the recent 
political campaign. In which It was 
generally accepted as the anii-Uoman 
Catholic organization, has brought 
down upon Itself the wrath ot almost 
all Protestant clergymen in Phila- 
delphia, who now declare It to be 
nothing more than an adjunct of the 
Protestant Episcopal church. They 
intend to break its strength for thlA 
reason, and will organise to do so at 
a general meeting of the Ministerial 
Union. The fight is the biggest re- 
ligious sensation ot many yean in 
Philadelphia. 

George WhactM P^per, noted 
lawyer and BpiMOsal layman, and 
Rev. H. O. Stone, of Triaity cbapel, 
founder of the Stonemen. are alleged 
by many ministers to be responsible 
for the reading into the Stonemen's 
ritual of important tenets of the 
Episcopal church ritual, chief of 
which is the "laying on of hands" in 
the "third degree." Ministers of 
other faiths say they can not sanc- 
tion the administration of sacraments 
by a club. The "laying on of hands" 
Is actually the rite of confirmation 
In the Episcopal church. Bishop 
Rblnelander. of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church, has been asked by the 
Stoiienien to become chaplain, and 
would therefori> perform tho acts to 
which the clergymen object. The 
latter declare that unless the ritual 
id modified they will be compelled 
to offer members of their congrega- 
tions who are Stonemen the altemar 
tlve of renouncing either one of their 
alliances. Following Is the statement 
of Rev. Asa J. Ferry, speaking for 
the Ministerial Union: 

"We sUnd agreed absolutely in a 
refusal to sanction the administra- 
tion of sacraments by a club, on the 
fronnd that each rites belong to a 
ehnroh and Should not be made the 
ritee ot a dub. We also positively 
refuse to enter Into any fellowship 
which requires Protestant Bplscopal 
confirmation. We object firmly to 
the slight implied upon non-Episcopal 
churchee by a refusal to recognize 
their ordera We are sympathetic to 
the fellowship idea Involved in the 
Stouemen movement, but we feel 
also that we can not unite on any 
such basis as that suggested by Rev. 
iCr. Stoae and Mr. Pepper."

to hear this greffi. preacher, for ex- 
ample, tell to those who dealt in 
the selling of meat and drink: "If 
thou offeres! moasly or rotteft .fleeh 
tliat thou bast kept so long until it 
lie corrtipt, thou art guilty per- 
chance of one man's life, perchance 
of ten. Or if thou offeresi flesh that 
was tui wholesome before the 
slaughter or unripe of age, which 
thou knowcst well and yet givest it 
for sale, so that folk eat it Into 
their clean souls whloh are so dear 
a treasure to Almighty Ood, then 
dost thou corrupt the noble treasure 
which Ood has iburisd in every man; 
thou art guilty of the blood of the 
folk." 

From the original ordinances of 
various merchant and craft guilds 
we learn of the religious spirit which 
permeated these organizations and 
from the accounts of nonJCabhollc 
writers and students we are in- 
formed of what this spirit produced 
in actual practice. William J. 
Ashley and William Cunningham, 
the able historians of this period, in 
detailed fashion, relate the Ideal of 
social justice which influenced 
the practical actions of the mi'(li<-val 
public bodies and associations. Fair 
wages were aimed at, fair dealings 
In business, the protection of the 
consumer. "The use of the cheap 
tabor of women was regarded as a 
rule with disfavor." The articles of 
the spurriers of London, assented 
to by "the good folks of the trade," 
requiring that members of their 
trade should not be allowed to work 
at night because of the "many per- 
sons of the said trade who compass 
how to practice deception in work," 
taking advantage of the night to "in- 
troduce false iron, and iron that has 
been cracked, for tin," and "to put 
gilt on false coppers, and cracked," 
might be quoted as an exam.ple of 
the public morality of the time. 

Tho spirit of solidarity in the 
medieval town is dwelt upon at 
some length by the editor, and the 
reasons are given for this splendid 
spirit; the necessities in which these 
growing towns found themselves, 
and the social teachings of the 
church. "The Influence of medieval 
thought In promoting the spirit of 
solidarity is not to be wholly over- 
looked." says the non-CathoUc 
Hamilton. "The town was bom in 
an atmosphere saturated with tho 
spirit of Medieval Catholicism. 
Brotherhood and equality had long 
been preached by the chtirch. Verti- 
cal or Inter-class equality was never 
realized either in chivalry or in the 
church. But many medieval iustitu' 
tions- presented a fair semblance of 
horizontal or Intra-class equality. 
It was under the influence of ec- 
clesiastical precedents that the towns 
established their new organizations. 
A study of the charaoterlstio feat- 
ures of the gilds show how grsat 
was the number of things to which 
they were indeibted to religious in- 
stitutions, aad how few were the 
real innovations stringing out of 
the newly created urban life. In- 
fluenced by such habits of thought 
and freed from the obstacles opposed 
by an already stratified society, the 
merchant gild legislated with tho 
end in view of placing social in- 
terests above class or Individual 
Interests." 

Thus we are furnished with an- 
other evidence of the salutary social 
Influence of the church upon eco- 
nomic conditions, as shown in the 
medieval era. At times, in super- 
ficially studying the social phe- 
nomena of various periods of history, 
we may be tsmpted to think that 
one age in Its fundasnental consid- 
erations and In Ks thouttht for the 
good of the people is the same as 
another and that the evils of one 
time are likewise much as at any 
other, changed In form of course by 
the changing material progress. But 
the careful reading of the testimony 
of somewhat impartial writers, or 
of those likely to be prejudiced in | night, 
another direction, in regard to the i*'rank 
Middle Ages must convince us that 
in that time there did exist a public 
spirit of social solidarity and 
justice which other eras have not 
shown. And the fundamental reason 
tor this is plain — the teacWngs of 
Catholiclsro were Tesponstble. It is 
these teachings which we need today 
to give life and vitality to the mod- 
ern social movement, at pressnt so
